insid e a bu ild ing at Boston Uni­ 
v ersity , u ntil the ad m inistration 
answ ered a list of d em and s, in­ 
clu d ing more scholarships and 
m ore Negro stu d ents. 
—New York , where another 
cou ple hu nd red stu d ents at Co­ 
lu m bia Univ ersity seized control 
of two bu ild ings, held three of­ 
ficials v irtu al prisoners for 24 
hou rs, v and alized the office of 
the presid ent and forced an al­ 
most complete shu td own of the 
entire u niv ersity as they d e­ 
m and ed that work be halted on 
a gy mnasiu m in nearby Morn- 
ingsid e P ark , that the u niv ersity 
end its association with the In­ 
stitu te for Defense Analy sis, a 
gov ernm ent “ think tank ,” and 
that am nesty be giv en all par­ 
ticipants in the d em onstrations. 
Althou gh Negro stu d ents and 
Negro aim s figu red prom inent­ 
ly in these three ex am ples, the 
cu rrent wav e of m ilitant stu d ent 
protest is not necessarily either 
Negro-inspired or Negro-orient- 
td . Racial inju stice or d epriv a­ 
tion ju st happens to be one of 
m any things wrong with the 
world which a m inority of stu ­ 
d ents hav e tak en u pon them ­ 
selv es to correct—right now, and 
with v iolence, if necessary . 
It is ex hilarating to be y ou ng 
and to k now that right is on 
one’s sid e. It is ex citing to slash 
across the slow and fru strating 
channels of ord erly d issent and 
reform which a d em ocratic so­ 
ciety has laboriou sly erected 
and to achiev e one’s end s with 
d irect action. It is a head y ex ­ 
perience to see the “establish­ 
m ent,” rotten to the core as it 
is, trem ble and retreat. 
Stu d ents — that is, a tiny mi 
nority of activ ists among them 
— no longer go to college to 
imbibe from mank ind ’s store of 
accu m u lated k nowled ge and to 
prepare them selv es for a career 
of ad d ing to that k nowled ge and 
apply ing it to the solu tion of 
mank ind ’s ills. 
R ather, they see the u niv er­ 
sity itself as an ev il to be at 
tack ed and captu red and trans­ 
form ed into an instru m ent of 
fu rther social reform . 
"T he essence of this new at 
titu d e was ex pressed by a pro­ 
fessor a t Colu mbia, who said , 
d efend ing 
the 
d em onstrators: 
“ There can be no ed u cation and 
no thou ght that is d iv orced from 
action.” 
Unfortu nately , 
neither 
can 
there be any constru ctiv e ac 
tion that is d iv orced from ed u 
cation and thou ght. 
A u niv ersity shou ld , of cou rse 
be a place where y ou th can 
learn how to pu t k nowled ge into 
action, a laboratory where y ou th 
can practice the arts of organ­ 
ized d issent and political per­ 
su asion. 
The ev ents a t Colu mbia and 
elsewhere su ggest that it is be­ 
coming 
instead 
a 
training 
grou nd for fascism . 
When a m inority , and its trou ­ 
ble-seek ing hangers-on and abet­ 
tors (who ju st possibly m ay 
compose a m ajority of that m i­ 
nority ) imposes its will on any 
institu tion or grou p by force, no 
m atter how noble it m ay think 
its aim s are, it is serv ing not 
hu m anity and d em ocracy bu t 
barbarism and totalitarianism . 
Minority d ictatorship can no 
m ore be tolerated in the na­ 
tion’s schools than it can be per­ 
m itted in society at large.

An Illinoisan will retu rn to his 
home state to be the head liner 
at a Repu blican “ Kick off to Vic­ 
tory D inner,” a $100-a-plate d in­ 
ner, to be held in Chicago on 
May 21. 
He is the Dix on’s hometown 
prod u ct who is now gov ernor of 
California, Ronald Reagan.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
d ent Johnson stru ck ou t tod ay 
at those who by “ pu rsu ing . . . 
personal am bition” d iv id e the 
cou ntry . And he withheld a com­ 
m itm ent to campaign for the 
Democratic presid ential nomi­ 
nee. 


Johnson spok e ou t in a far- 
ranging 
telev ised 
and broad ­ 
cast news conference at which 
he also annou nced Paris was an 
acceptable 
place 
for 
hold ing 
prelim inary 
Vietnam 
peace 
talk s. North Vietnam had earli­ 
er settled on Paris, with the 
talk s to begin May 10 or short­ 
ly thereafter. 
On politics, Johnson d rew a 
lau gh when he told a qu estion­ 
ing reporter that he wou ld d is­ 
cu ss 
“ after 
the 
conv ention” 
whether he wou ld cam paign for 
his party ’s nominee. 
He ind icated the setting of a 
tentativ e d ate and site for pre­ 
lim inary talk s with North Viet­ 
nam had not altered his March 
31 d ecision not to ru n for re- 
election. 


Congress Respond 
Johnson was ask ed , too, how 
he think s Congress will respond 
to pressu re from the Poor Peo­ 
ple’s m arch on Washington. 
He noted that $8 0 billion of 
recommend ations on social m at­ 
ters are now pend ing and said 
“we are hopefu l and we ex pect 
Congress will giv e d u e consid er­ 
ation to all these m atters.” 
“ We are now attem pting to d o 
ev ery thing that can properly be 
d one to m eet the need s of the 
cou ntry ,” he said , ad d ing that 
citizens alway s hav e the right to 
present their v iews to the gov ­ 
ernm ent as long as it is d one 
“lawfu lly and properly .” 
Johnson said , 
“We 
hope the 
presentation will be nonv iolent, 
althou gh we are well aw are no 
single ind iv id u al can giv e assu r­ 
ances.

Johnson was ask ed what he 
think s the prospects are for his 
10 per cent income tax su r­ 
charge. 
“ I think we hav e a long and 
d ifficu lt road ahead ,” he said , 
ad d ing that if he were mak ing 
u p the bu d get now instead of 
last fall he wou ld “ perhaps ad d 
some to it” rather than cu t it. 
While critics are d emand ing 
billions of d ollars in cu ts, he 
called the bu d get “ v ery lean” in 


v iew of increasing need s in Viet­ 
nam and the cities. 
“ The Congress has not been 
that cooperativ e,” he said in 
noting bu siness and labor su p­ 
port. He ad d ed that law m ak ers 
talk 
abou t raising tax es bu t

ate-passed

“w ou l d 
really bring chaos to the gov ­ 
ernm ent.”

said . 


Not Best Cou rse 
Noting the v ote this week in 
the Hou se Appropriations Com­ 
mittee to cu t spend ing nex t y ear 
$4 billion and trim appropria­ 
tions $18 billion, he said , “ We d o 
not agree with that v iewpoint, 
we d o not think it is the wisest 
cou rse for this gov ernm ent,” he 
said , ad d ing that he is willing 
to accept it if it is the only way 
to get action from the Hou se 
Way s and Means Committee on 
the tax increase 
He said he was informed by 
the Hou se Appropriations Com­ 
m ittee that it is not lik ely to cu t 
the bu d get by more than $1.5 
billion. 
Johnson said it is easy to d e­ 
mand figu res that cannot be 
reached and to u se this as an 
ex cu se to resist a tax increase

said , 
“I think we are

From the earliest day s at the 
crossing ov er the Rock Riv er 
u ntil the present, the growth 
and prosperity of the Dix on 
area commu nity has depended 
u pon access to both sides of the 
riv er. 
First to realize this were the 
early Indians who did not want 
to be limited to trav el on only 
one side of the riv er and, hence, 
dev ised way s to cross ov er it 
when necessary . 
The gently slopping banks of 
the Rock Riv er at 
Dix on be­ 
came a natu ral crossing place 
first for the red man and later 
for the white settler. 
With the end of the Black- 
hawk War in 18 32, ex pansion 
took place in the northern Illi­ 
nois area and the crossing ov er 
the riv er became more import­ 
ant than ev er before. 
Both Joseph Ogee and John 
Dix on realized this and made 
u se of the crossing for commer­ 
cial pu rposes while, at the same 
time, assisting in the growth of 
the area. 
When ferry operations became 
too slow and dangerou s, bridges 
were bu ilt at v ariou s places 
along the riv er’s banks to help 
both the trav eler and the local 
citizen cross the Rock Riv er at 
Dix on. 
Merchants of the commu nity 
u nderstood the need of hav ing 
constant bridge traffic to help 
their places of bu siness and 
gav e money each 
time asked 
both in the form of tolls and 
contribu tions. 
Nev er Hesitated 
Althou gh a series of many 
bridges were necessary before 
ones of any lasting natu re were 
dev ised, the citizens of the Dix ­ 
on commu nity and their local 
gov ernment nev er once hesitat­ 
ed in bu ilding and rebu ilding 
their bridges when the need 
arose. 
The challenge presented by 
the Rock Riv er ov er the y ears 
was indeed a great one and a 
constant effort was continu ally 
made to meet and defeat the 
riv er’s 
opposition 
to 
being 
crossed with ease. 
The growth and spread of the 
city on both the north and sou th 
sides of the Rock Riv er is tes­ 
timony to the wisdom of each 
generation in prov iding bridges 
ov er which to cross the Rock 
Riv er. 
With three bridges now cross­ 
ing the 
riv er — the 
Peoria 
Av enu e Bridge and the Galena 
Av e.-Lincoln Memorial Bridge 
for foot and motor traffic and 
the iron railroad bridge for train 
traffic — Dix on has, for y ears, 
discu ssed the possibility of add­ 
ing y et another bridge on which 
to cross the Rock Riv er.

the high rate of traffic looking gov ernment wou ld be inv olv ed 
for some sort of by -pass arou nd 
the bu sy commercial and resi­ 
dential districts of Dix on. 
In the “Comprehensiv e Plan 
for Dix on, Illinois,” prepared by 
Ev ert Kincaid & Associates, Inc. 
of Chicago, in 1965 , it was su g­ 
gested that a third motor v ehi­ 
cle bridge be constru cted at the 
foot of Lincoln Av enu e on the 
sou th side to connect with Pal­ 
my ra Av enu e on the north. 
It was su ggested by these city 
planners that 
a new by -pass 
road cou ld be constru cted begin­ 
ning at a point on III.

Gen. Kennedy , v io lating federal regu ­ 
latio ns, gleefu lly ex plained the 1962 presence o f 
die po ny -sized do g in his stadiu m-sized o ffice. 
Bru shing o ff the regu latio ns, Bo bby also said 
that he “go t pretty girls in the Department o f 
Ju stice to take Bru mu s fo r a walk.” 
Millio ns 
o f 
tax pay ing 
peasants apparently 
sniffed an o do r o f “Let them eat cake” and. y o u 
may recall, reacted by say ing, “Yeah, and we tax ­ 
pay ers pay tho se girls.” 
Bru mu s absent, Indiana is hearing, nev erthe­ 
less. fro m fo rmer Defense Sec. Ro bert S. Mc­ 
Namara, the Fly ing Ed so l. 
He is testify ing electro nically . Mr. McNamara 
pro bably sho u ld hav e ju st su ng “ Mo o nlight o n the 
Wabash” and let it go at that. Bu t the gaps which 
he av o ided like Eliza cro ssing the lee were re­ 
qu ired, no do u bt, by Bo bby ’s relu ctant admissio n 
made pu blicly in Po rtland, Maine, when co rnered 
there a few day s earlier. 
In Po rtland, at the bo tto m o f a barrelfu l o f 
hems and haws, Bo bby admitted his part in Presi­ 
dent Kennedy ’s decisio n to send the first U.S. 
co mbat tro o ps to Vietnam, co mmitting the United 
States to a land war in So u theast Asia, u nmen­ 
tio ned by Mr. McNamara. 
Bo bby also admitted the eiro r o f the Bay o f 
Pigs fiasco and his part in that, also u nmentio ned 
by Mr. McNamara. 
An Ico no clastic Po rtland newsman wro te: “If 
Ro bert Kennedy is tru ly stricken at the tragic and 


griev o u s impo rt o f these decisio ns he has a chance 
to pro v e it. In hu mble penance, in the interest o f 
natio nal u nity and in a renu nciatio n o f perso nal 
ambitio n he co u ld withdraw fro m liv e presidential 
raec.” 
Clearly there was so me fo u l-u p between Bo bby 
co rnered in Maine and Mr. McNamara electro nic­ 
ally u no o rnrred in Indiana. 
Within a y ear and a half after the Kennedy 
co -presidents (Mr. McNamara agreeing) cancelled 
the air co v er o v er the Bay o f Pigs Ru ssia had 
been so enco u raged that she placed her tro o ps and 
missiles in Cu ba. This requ ired President Kennedy 
to “co nfro nt” the U.S.S.R. He o rdered the blo ck­ 
ade and then inex plicably to o k it o ff within 30 
day s. Within ano ther y ear Castro ’s su bv ersio n was 
so damaging that President Kennedy , fo llo wed by 
Bo bby , was fo rced to make a J,atin-American trip 
to tell pro testing leaders in the hemisphere that 
there was no thing he co u ld do to help it. 
Said President Kennedy o n Feb. 8. 1963: “It 
is u nfo rtu nate that Cu ba went Co mmu nist.” Said 
Bo bby at Po rtland: “No , we did no t handle the 
Bay o f Pigs v ery well.” Said .McNamara to Indi 
ana: “ My admiratio n is based o n o bserv ing him 
(Bo bby ) fu nctio n.” 
The fu nctio ning in Indiana is based o n hand 
so mely paid no n-Ho o sier co o idinato rs in each 
co ngressio nal district and the spending o f an esti 
mated $7 50,000. On April 17 Bo bby and bro ther 
Ted ackno wledged that abo u t 20 o f their pu blicly 
paid staff members—tax -paid aides—were wo rk 
ing in Bo bby 's do wnto wn Washingto n presidential 
campaign headqu arters, and that pu blicity flack 
Frank Mankiewicz, also o n the pu blic pay ro ll, is 
trav eling the co u ntry with Bo bby . 
Po o r Bru mu s, the Las Vegas mo ney -raisers 
Frank Sinatra, Sammy Dav is Jr., Peter Lawfo rd 
and the Ho lly wo o d pack all lo st o u t at abo u t the 
same time* and are absent fro m Indiana. Absent 
to o , is su sceptible bro ther-in-law Sargent Shriv er 
co nscientio u sly accepting an ambassado rship at 
the hands o f President Jo hnso n. So is fo u led-u p 
William Manchester, starred in “The Battle o f the 
Bo o k.” Co nfu ciu s say family flack who take the 
pay is in a v elly , v elly dangero u s bu siness if he 
tangle with bo ss. 
No ne o f them is o u t there singing, “I wanna 
ho ld y o u r hand.” Their absence disheartens the 
friends o f go o d go v ernment.

cently co mpleted two mo nths o f 
intensiv e talks with them. 
They are firm, bu t in the ne­ 
go tiatio ns, straightfo rward and 
men o f their wo rd,” said Wil­ 
liam C. Fo ster, chief nego tiato r 
fo r the United States in the 
Eighteen Natio n Disarmament 
Co nference (ENDC) which re­ 
cently pro du ced 
the Nu clear 
No npro liferatio n Treaty in Ge­ 
nev a, Switzerland. 
Fo ster co -au tho red the treaty 
alo ng with the So v iet represen­ 
tativ e, Aleksei Ro shchin. Its aim 
is to sto p the spread o f nu clear 
weapo ns to natio ns bey o nd the 
cu rrent nu clear po wers — Unit­ 
ed States, So v iet Unio n, France, 
China and Great Britain. 
Co nsidered almo st as signifi­ 
cant as the effects o f the treaty 
itself, ho wev er, is the fact tha 
it co u ld be drawn u p at all. 
Equ ally remarkable is the U.S.- 
So v iet-British 
pledge 
to 
take 
“immediate actio n” thro u gh the 
United Natio ns Secu rity Co u ncil 
against 
a 
nu clear 
attack o r 
threatened attack o n any no n­ 
nu clear natio n that signs the 
treaty . 
“It has been said that this is 
the mo st significant pair o f 
agreements that 
hav e 
taken 
place between the So v iet Unio n 
and o u rselv es since Wo rld War 
II,” said Fo ster, no w back in 
his Washingto n o ffice as direc­ 
to r o f the Arms Co ntro l and 
Disarmament Agency (ACDA). 
“To hav e the So v iets agree 
with u s in this terrifically im­ 
po rtant field du ring the co ntinu ­ 
atio n o f the Vietnam difficu lties 
is a significant ev ent, and I 
think, ho pefu lly giv es the po ssi­ 
bility o f additio nal pro gress.” 
It did no t co me easily . The 
treaty represents six y ears o f 
deliberatio ns, a ping-po ng game 
o f diplo matic wills and wishes. 
Fo r a perio d u p u ntil 1966, ne 
go tiatio ns o ften bo gged do wn in 
hackney ed charges and co u nter 
charges between the two majo r 
po wers. The Ru ssians attacked 
U.S. activ ities in the Far East, 
acceleratio n o f the ho stilities in 
Vietnam, the gro wth o f weapo n­ 
ry and what they called the 
U.S. “ho stile attitu de” in West 
ern Eu ro pe. 
U.S. nego tiato rs co u ntered by 
accu sing the Ru ssians o f failing 
to disarm as we did after Wo rld 
War II and charged threatening 
actio ns in 
Berlin 
and 
o ther 
areas. 
“ With all this,” said Fo ster, 
there 
were o ften u npleasant 
pu blic ex changes and it was to 
so me ex tent a pro paganda bat­ 
tle in the discu ssio ns.” 
There was no o ne-sided mu l- 
ly ing. When So v iet nego tiato rs 
railed at U.S. activ ities and po l­ 
icies, “ . . . we respo nded in 
kind,” said Fo ster. 
Fo r ex ample Mr. Serapkin, 
Ru ssia’s first chief nego tiato r, 
o nce u sed his tu rn as chairman 
o f an o pening sessio n fo r a fresh 
attack o n U.S. po licy in Viet­ 
nam, a su bject so mewhat re­ 
mo v ed fro m the day ’s bu siness. 
“I attacked him in a press 
co nference immediately fo llo w­ 
ing that sessio n,” said Fo ster, 
“and I chastised him fo r it 
again in the nex t clo sed sessio n 
and had it pu t o n the reco rd. 
“He wasn’t embarrassed, be­ 
cau se no Ru ssian nego tiato r is 
ev er embarrassed, bu t he nev er 
did it again.” 
By Au gu st o f 1966 an u nder­ 
standing o f po sitio ns began to 
be achiev ed, and nego tiatio ns 
became 
mo re fru itfu l. Fo ster 
and the So v iet nego tiato r, Ro sh 
chin, pu t their heads to gether 
and came u p with the first co m 
plete draft o f the treaty . It was 
discu ssed and amended fo r the 
nex t 10 mo nths at the Genev a 
co nference, and 
presented 
to 
U.N. 
headqu arters 
in 
mid- 
March. 
The pact wo u ld pro hibit nu 
clear natio ns that sign it fro m 
giv ing nu clear weapo nry to no n­ 
nu clear natio ns. 
Mo re impo r 
tantly , since the abo v e is u n­ 
likely any way , it pro hibits u sing 
fissio nable m aterial drained o ff 
fro m peacefu l nu clear reacto rs 


so pro hibits no n-nu clear natio ns 
fro m dev elo ping o r manu factu r­ 
ing nu clear weapo ns o n their 
o wn. 
“Between 
the nego tiato rs,” 
Fo ster said, “there has gro wn a 
perso nal respect fo r the way the 
bu siness at hand was carried 
o u t, and a co nfidence was de- 
v o lo ped 
in 
the 
co mmitments 
made 
in 
the 
priv ate 
dis­ 
cu ssio ns.” 
There will be plenty o f o ppo r­ 
tu nity to make fu rther u se o f 
that respect and co nfidence. The 
nex t steps which might be dis­ 
cu ssed when the ENDC reco n­ 
v enes might be: a co mplete cu t 
o ff o f pro du ctio n o f fissio nable 
material fo r nu clear weapo n 
making; a co mplete test ban 
reaty , 
with 
appro priate 
safe­ 
gu ards against cheating; a limi- 
ratio n o f fu rther bu ild-u p o f o f 
fensiv e weapo ns, and ev entu al 


ly , bu t still far o ff, general and 
co mplete disarmament. 
Bu t fo r no w, the v eterans o f 
the Genev a talks are pleased 
with what they hav e acco m­ 
plished. The General Assembly 
will co nsider it fo r ratificatio n 
and signing du ring this spring 
sessio n. 
“It is o u r o pinio n and that o r 
the So v iet Unio n and many o th­ 
ers,” 
said 
Fo ster, “that the 
No npro liferatio n Treaty is in the 
best interest and the bro adest 
spectru m o f bo th nu clear and 
no n-nu clear weapo ns states. 
“Of co u rse, all these things 
are 
clo u ded by the 
terrible 
ev ents go ing o n in the F ar East. 
“Bu t the v ery fact that we 
co u ld wo rk this o u t in this mo ­ 
ment in histo ry is v ery signifi­ 
cant ev idence o f So v iet interest 
in the field, and we think it is 
v ery ho pefu l indeed.”

WASHINGTON (NEA) — Aft­ 
er o u r ex perience in nego tiating 
with the Ko rea and Chinese 
Co mmu nists at Kaeso ng in 1951, 
it has to be a pu zzle why Presi­ 
dent Jo hnso n sev er said 
he 
wo u ld talk with the Vietnamese 
Reds any where, any time. 
Of co u rse, he felt himself u n­ 
der pressu re fro m critics o f the 
war to pro v e his willingness to 
talk peace. Bu t nego tiatio ns with 
Co mmu nists are inherently dif­ 
ficu lt eno u gh witho u t adding to 
the handicap by ho lding them o n 
Rea-co ntro lled so il. 
Lately there hav e appeared in 
print so me rather su perficial at­ 
tempts to minimize these diffi­ 
cu lties. It is being said that 
“my ths” hav e disto rted the pic 
tu re o f the Ko rean talks. The 
tru th is, witho u t reso rt to my th, 
that they were incredibly to r 
tu o u s. 
In Ju ly o f 1951, no pro tracted 
argu ment dev elo ped o v er cho ice 
o f a tru ce-talk site. Tho u gh we 
reco gnized certain hazards, we 
qu ickly accepted the Red pro ­ 
po sal to meet at Kaeso ng, o n 
the 38 th parallel in the Chinese- 
co ntro lled military zo ne. 
Thereafter we had no thing 
bu t 
Co mmu nist-manu factu red 
tro u ble. 
The Reds refu sed to estab­ 
lish a neu tral zo ne aro u nd Kae­ 
so ng. They tried to get the 
United Natio ns delegatio n to 
stay each night at the site to 
enhance the pictu re they so u ght 
to giv e the wo rld o f a U.N. fo rce 
su ing fo r peace terms fro m a 
v icto rio u s Red army . They co n­ 
tro lled 
all 
phy sical 
arrange­ 
ments at the site fo r the same 
pu rpo se. 
Legio ns 
o f 
armed 
gu ards, 
brandishing su b-machine gu ns, 
fo llo wed U.N. delegates ev ery 
step they to o k aro u nd Kaeso ng. 
Co mmu nist newsmen and pho ­ 
to graphers dev o u red the scene, 
seeking max imu m pro paganda 
effect fro m a setting which 
made u s seem like priso ners. 
Ou r chief nego tiato r, Admiral 
C. Tu rner Jo y , say s in his bo o k 
o n the talks that he was “di 
rectly threatened” by a Red 
gu ard with a heav y weapo n. 
Once when he dispatched a mes­ 
senger to Gen. Ridgway , the 
U.N. co mmander, the man was 
tu rned back by fo rce. 
After so me day s o f. this, we 
bridled. We refu sed to meet fu r­ 
ther u ntil Western newsmen and 
pho to graphers, barred u p to that 
time, were admitted to the Kae­ 
so ng area. The Reds y ielded, 
nel fro m the immediate talk 
and ev en withdrew armed perso n 
site. 
Bu t Peking and Py o ngy ang 
were no t finished with try ing. 
On Au g. 4, nearly a mo nth after 
talks had begu n, the entire U.N. 
delegatio n had its path tempo 
rarily blo cked by heav ily armed 
Chinese as it pro ceeded to the 
teaho u se where the two sides 
met. 
The gestu re was a direct v io 


latio n o f an earlier agreement. 
Ridgway bro ke o ff talks. The 
Reds waited fiv e day s befo re 
hu mbling themselv es and re­ 
tu rning to the teaho u se. The 
pressu re o f o u r co ntinu ing gen- 
iral 
military 
effo rt 
bro u ght 
them back. 
After that, the Reds gav e u p 
try ing to do minate the tru ce 
scene and to o k a new tack — 
po rtray ing u s as gu ilty o f bru tal 
military acts aro u nd Kaeso ng to 
sabo tage the talks o u rselv es. 
First they charged that U.N. 
tro o ps attacked a Chinese “se­ 
cu rity patro l” in the neu tral 
zo ne. Ev idence indicated their 
o wn partisans, o u t o f u nifo rm, 
had deliberately killed a Red 
leader. 
At midnight, Au g. 22, U.N. 
delegates were su mmo ned to 
Kaeso ng to hear charges and 
see “ev idence” that o u r aircraft 
had intentio nally bo mbed the 
site in an attempt to wipe o u t 
the Red delegatio n. 
Offered in pro o f as “part o f 
a napalm bo mb” was an o ily 
piece o f twisted metal which we 
knew to be part o f a do wned air­ 
craft, and a small, u nex plo ded 
ro cket o f a kind we had no t u sed 
fo r a y ear. There was no sign 
o f naplam 
jelly , o f 
ex plo sio n, 
inju ry o r damage. 
When we sco rned the “ev i­ 
dence,” Chinese leaders then 
and there bro ke o ff talks. The 
Reds, by their cho ice, resu med 
general fighting. Fo r 63 day s 
they tried to get u s back to Kae­ 
so ng, bu t we nev er retu rned. 
Beaten again in the field, they 
agreed thereafter to nego tiate at 
a mo re tru ly neu tral site — Pan- 
mu njo m.
